Me of the worst marine diMtttn in 
the btatorr of the Califoratitn eoMt 
between 100 and 150 lives were lost, 
«• far as baa been learned by a col- 
lliioB between the stetner Colnmbia 
and the lumber i^chooDer San Pedro 
in Shelter Cnvo, twelvi' miles below 
Nedooino-Humboldt county Hoe be- 
tweei IS Md 1 o'eltek yesterday 
morninK. Osly meager details of 
\he tragedy have been received 
though every effort hts been made to 
get Ute iaets. 

Scores of tcleirran)> to Kiiroka. the 
nearest point ot importance remain 
vaaMweted. The few d#toili kaown 
km were brought by the steamer 
Roanoke and the -iteani -ifliooner 
Disy Mitchell, which arrived in San 
Fraaelfleo this foreooon. 

The Columbia, a liOfl-foot steel 
vessel of the San Francisco and Port- 
land Steamship Company, while 
bound from San FrMoiieo for Port* 
land. Ore., with I'^Jt passen;.'ers and 
a erew of sixty, collided with and 
waa rammed by tho 8aa Pedro, a 
170-foot wooden iteaaMr, aoatkbound 
for this city. Th<i !«ea was smooth 
hnt the weather was fogsy. 

The San Pedro, loomiait oat of 
the mist a few ship Icnirths away, 
bore down on the Columbia at high 
spied, despite frantic efforts to clear. 
With a griadiag crash tko Baa Pe- 
dro sank her stem fully tea foot iato 
the Colambia's port bow. 

Nearly all of the Colambia's pas- 
nenisers and many of her crew were 
asleep in their cabioH at the time uf 
the crash. As the San Pedro backed 
away the sea ponrod ia throach the 
ragged hole'in the Columbia^ bow 
above and below the water line and 
in five minutes the Columbia suak lo 
tk» bottoa^ the deep waters af Shat- 
ter Cove covering ovar the tops of 
the Columbia rt mast. 

Shortly after the Collision the 
stoamars Roanoke and Geo. W. Kl- 
der, and the <!team schooner Daisv 
Mitehell, all southbound came on 
the seaao aad stood by. The Elder 
took the San Pedro in tow and the 
latest reports are of their arrival in 
Rarke. 

Tho Daisy MitchoU oflorod assist- 
ance to the Klder but this was de- 
clined. She picked up a life boat 
aad a raft of the Columbia aad 
brbu^rht them to thin city. 

Near the -oeue of the wreck the 
Koanoke picked up a life raft and 
foaad aadoraeath it tho dead body 
et a pasgeafi;ar supposed te be Kd- 
ward Butler, of Portsmouth, N. H. 

The ofllees of the merchant's ex- 
ehaage ia this city and of various 
newspapers have been beseiged since 
.early morning by relatives and 
fnfads of the Columbia's pasooagera 
bat lasistaat aad taarftd requests for 
information remains unsatisied. 
Beyond the reported facts that But- 
lar was drowaed and that Capt. 
Doraa went down with his ship no 
details of the casualties were re- 
ooivad. 

The aasiltaat secretary of the 
steamship company said this after- 
noon that the Columbia lies in deep 
water fiftooa miles oft shore aad that 
fdV the present at least no attempt 
will be made to raise her. Capt, 
Doran was regarded as pne of the 
ablostsaamaa who oyar ofaiatad a 
filtri OB tha oaast.
